British Columbia needs the 
empire trade treaties and the 
provincial government should de 
everything It can »ot only to 
help exporters to retain their 
place In the British market, but 
also to educate people of the 
province to "Buy British** and 
establish a reciprocal goodwill. 
Byron "Horn*' Johnson. Liberal, 
Victoria, told the B.C. Legis¬ 
lature yesterday afternoon.

ATTEMPT REHABILITATION 
Dr. A. p. Herbert^ lecturer In bot¬ 
any at the University of Queensland, 
recently took 200 volunteer workers 
with him to Tambourine Mountain 
and replanted the trunk of the 
15.000-year-old giant. They dug a 
large hole in the rich, red, volcanic 
soil, quite does to the stump, and 
then the heavy trunk, po**eo*lug 
three upright sections, waa upended, 
placed In the bole, and securely 
rammed into the earth. Before plant¬ 
ing. Dr. Herbert coated the cut end 
with malachite green as a preventive 
of underground decay. “Even If the 
old tree does not grow,” he said, "it 
will not have died in vain/' 

Although Great-grandfather Pt;«r 
had been cut down three months 
when discovered. It was still alive. 
The sago-starch in It, scientists be¬ 
lieve. should be sufficient to sustain 
It for ten or twelve years more even 
If It does not commence to grow 
again Dr Herbert stated that he be¬ 
lieved the lmtoric palm had a gam¬ 
bler’s chance of survival; and be oon- 
firmeg the statement that It was 
the oldest living thing in the world. 

Smaller growing species of the Ma¬ 
cro saml* palms are found all along 
the coast from Victoria to Queens¬ 
land.

'I'HI STORY of gold mining in British Columbia 

1« told in a book to be off the press shortly, 

“Pay Dirt," by Glenn Cheaney Quiett. 

This volume, which 1* to be published by D. 

Appleton-Century Company, gives 
picture of all the gold rushes that have taken 
place in the United States and Canada. Begin¬ 
ning with the current revival of gold mining and 
the panning and sluicing of gravel in gold-bearing 
streams which has recently attracted so manv 
amateurs, the book takes up the whole romantle 
story of the search for gold in America. 

It vividly rscounU the rush to California in 
1849, to Colorado ten years later, to Montana and 
to roistering Deadwood OUlch in the Black Hills 
of South Dakota It tells of the strikes that made 
Cripple Q/eek the world's greatest gold camp, of 
the stampede to th« frozen Klondike and the later 
discoveries of gold in the sands of the beach at 
Nome. Alaska. There are chapters on gold strikes 
In the southwestern states, the northwestern 
states and in Nevada at the time when Tonopah 
and Ooldfield came into being.

As 
Saturn goes around ths sun every 
twenty-nine and a-halt years, there 
are two periods when the earth 
passes through ths plane of the 
r'.ngi. Saturn, on the average, is 
865.900.000 miles away, and a thing 
only ten miles in diameter at that 
distance can hardly be seen with even 
the biggest telescope. On such an 
eccarion. therefore, the rings disap¬ 
pear aa ae»n in practically all our 
instruments, but only for a few days, 
for then they spread out Enough to 
he seen as a straight line, crossing 
the planet's disk. 

It Saturr. were revolving around 
the earth as a centra every twenty- j 
nine and a half years, there would 
be Just one occasion, each fifteen 
years, when the rings would thua { 
vanish. But the planet is going 
around the sun. and so art we. 
though In a much smaller circle. 
However, this means that ordinarily 
there is a group of three occasions 
when they vanish each fifteen years. 
Ths earth passes through their plane, 
then we swing around In our orbit. 
«nd come back far enough to cross 
the plane again then we swing for¬ 
ward. as seen from Batura, and crof* 
for the tht.d time. By the time we 
iswing back again the next year.

The toms to and lemon Juices In¬ 
creased considerably the amount of 
scurvy-preventing vitamin C In the 
milk, but this was not an unmixed 
blew ing Milk rich in vitamin C 
may be gtibd for one's health, but It 
has an unpleasant taste, a fact of 
considerable economic Importance. 

The West Virginia researchers have 
for years been Investigating this 
matter of unpleasant flavors In milk 
and suspected, on chemical grounds, 
a relationship between unpleasant 
flavdr and vitamin C. These latest 
experiments, which prove the re¬ 
lationship. seem also to suggest the 
remedy: lC**p the vitamin C con¬ 
tent of the cow's feed as tow as pos¬ 
sible without endangering the cow's 
own health

bury's gardener, certainly knows hta 
onions. But one minute—here are 
a few more statistics: 

The onions averaged two pounds 
apiece, or to be exact. IBS individual 
tubers mad? up the 3BO-pound yield. 
Some of them weighed over three 
pounds each. One of these was ten 
inches In diameter. Mr. Hamilton 
amazed members of the Victoria 
Horticultural Society when he 
brought down a dozen onions to a 
masting which tipped the scales at 
thirty-two pounds. 

OFFICIALLY WEIGHED 

Mr Salsbury got W. H. Robertson, 
provincial horticulturist, to inspect 
and weigh the phenomenal crop. 
Aside from the fact he hoped to set 
a record, he probably wanted to 
quash any doubts on the part bf bis 
neighbor. Mia. Nellie McClung. Can¬ 
adian author, who recently an¬ 
nounced her intention of retiring to 
Oordon Head and devoting the rest 
of her life to raising onions. 

The record-breaking onions are cf 
the Alisa Craig varlsty. a favorite in 
the backyard, but seldom grown 
commercially. Size and tears are not 
related as far as onions art con¬ 
cerned, and Alisa Craigs are said 
to be quite mild. They will also 
keep until May. 

Despite the fact that these onions 
were not grown commercially it is 
quite an achievement to make the 
earth yield two pounds per square 
foot, whleh would be the ratio if the 
green tope were taken into considera¬ 
tion with the weight of the tubers. 
HOW C ROP WAS GROWN 

So here 1* how the record crop was 
grown out at Oordon Head: 

Seed was sown In the greenhouse 
at the beginning of February. When 
large enough, the seedlings were 
pricked off into flats. About the 
middle of March the boxes were put 
into cold frame* to harden the young 
plante 

At the beginning of April .the 
onions were set out on a western 
slope, whose heavy clay loam had re¬ 
ceived generous applications of good 
barnyard manure Soot was sprinkled 
over the bed after they had been/ 
planted. During the season they were 
fed with liquid manure from the 
barn. 

Hi’: phenomenal crop of onions on 
Mr. Salsburv's farm was not a lucky 
freak Last year a better yield still 
was obtained. The equal of 37V4 tons 
to the acre was dug up. but It can¬ 
not be claimed as a record, as It was 
not official!y weighed.

In June. Then the Japanese iris also 
with rich green leaves of three feet 
or so and a little broader than the 
Siberian. It Is a very greedy feeder. 
1 but If you can satisfy Its rapacious 
appetite for food and drink It will 
reward you with the most gorgeous 
flowers in midsummer. There ere 
literally hundreds of different vari¬ 
eties of this iris that have been pro¬ 
duced by Japanese hybrtdlsers. and 
you should really choose the varieties 
you prefer when they ars in bloom. 
There are several other Irises and 
closely related planta which may be 
introduced to give you that foliage 
character for your picture. Don't 
leave It out of the design. 

Now for the discussion of scents 
in the garden which was specially 
requested. When speaking of the 
perfume of flowers one Immediately 
conjures up a pleasurable sensation, 
yet many of them are distinctly un¬ 
pleasant. apd It were well If gard¬ 
eners took note of these and avoided 
them where possible as well as select¬ 
ing those that are attractive and 
alluring. 

BEf*T SCENTED FLOWERS 

There are many flower odors that 
are delicmlously sweet when wafted 
lightly on the wind, but can become 
distinctly unpleasant when adminis¬ 
tered In stronger doses An excellent 
exampcl of this Is the May or Haw¬ 
thorne tree which is sweet In faint 
whiffs, but If you get close to it you 
will find the smell Is no longer 
sweet, but rather a stench of bad 
fish. 

This Is probably the origin of the 
old superstition of French fishermen 
that If fish la put under a May tree 
It will turn bad. So a May tree should 
not .be planted In a very small garden 
or ctcwe to the windows of a house, 
but planted at a distance so thst 
the scent may be carried on the pre¬ 
vailing wind. It will be most welcome 

Some scents are only given off by 
the plant In warm sunlight, while 
others are not n<fticeabl* until th* 
evening of a warm day. Most of 
the spring flowers need quite, a warm 
sun before they suffuse the air with 
perfume. The sweet scented daphne 
meeereum with magenta flowers to 
in bloom now, but needs some warm 
sunshine before we can appreciate it 
fully. It should be planted under a 
tree that will glee It llxht shade In 
summer, but let It have the full bene¬ 
fit of the sun before the leaves come 
out on the tree. 

Primroses and cowslips require the 
same treatment and a shrub of 
daphne carpeted with pale primroses 
la a perfect picture. Be sure thst 
you get the true English primroses 
though; the modern highly colored 
varieties have not the same sweet 
scent. If any at all. The cowslip hat 
a slightly stronger mors penetrst- 
Inqly 'sweet quality of perfume, but 
again be sure you have the true Eng¬ 
lish cowslip. j,. •* 

In Afcrtl we have the sweetness of 
a sun-drench bank of wallflower 
and the haunting odor of daffodils. 
Violets 1 and llly-of-the-valley must 
no* be forgotten either. Next week 
I (hall be discussing woodland and 
shady planting, and several of these 
flowers will be mentioned, so I am 
passing over them quickly for the 
moment. 

The white tobacco plant Is won¬ 
derful for scenting the evening air. 
though In the day time It has no 
scent at all. Another plant with this 
same attribute Is the annual night- 
scented stock which Is B weedy tittle 
thing to took at. but .' should b* 
grown In every garden for Its scent. 
It la the »wee test smelling of all Its 
family, which Is saying a great deal.

T HE HERBACEOUS plant* 
prive us such a feast of color 
in th* summer months that 
to many they have come to be 
used as merely units of color 
occurring ^different times of 
the season. For example, you 


around and complaining that their 
chrysanthemums were not as good as 
his. 

Born in England. Mr Fsrksr has 
never been a professional gardener- 
just a hobbyist. As far as the climate 
of Vancouver Island la concerned, he 
belie res it !a excellent for chrysanthe¬ 
mums. There is a little more work 
in growing thciti here than In the 
Old Country, because there la not as 
much ruin 


quickly sprout from the bottom and 
soon make fine healthy growth. A 
badly-grown rhododendron cut back 
in the spring will do the same. It 
wUl take ttm«, .of course, but the 
result Is weU worth waiting for. 

One should always take into con¬ 
sideration aa to where ahruba or trees 
are going to be moved. It may be to 
a cold northern or wind-swept part of 
the garden. Such stock would have 
an vxcee mgly poor chance of coming 
through the winter. If, supposing 
that we do have a bed winter. Such 
areas should be left until spring, for 
the simple reason thst conditions 
then w uld be such that the plant 
would be en abled to get a firm foot- 
bold. 

Too many of the trees that ( are 
planted are toft to fend far, them¬ 
selves from any wind. There la 
nothing that retards the tree from 
obtaining this firm foothold so much 
ss the buffeting It may receive by 
being blown about, thereby loosening 
Its hold on the ground. The least bit 
of swaying soon breaks the little root¬ 
lets that push themselves out Into 
the surrounding soil. Any tree or 
shrub thst Is liable to be swayed by 
the wind should be firmly fastened 
either by guy ropes or to good sub¬ 
stantial stake*. 


W E ARE very prone to try 
to move or plant aa 
much as possible hi the fall. In 
fact, irrespective of what iiort 
or kind of shrub pr tree, we 
have all become imbued with 
the idea that it is better to do 
as much of our planting as 
possible in the fall. 

So for it really has not been soft to 
Uft largo shrubs or conifers. There is 
no moisture In the ground below a 
few inches, therefore in most soils It 
is almost Impossible to get a good 
"ball" of eon with the plants whan 
they ore lifted. 

! (With such a dry fall os we are 
hmtfng the chances are. that when 
the rain does come it will come with 
such a vengeance that It may be im¬ 
possible to get on to the ground to 
move shrubs or trees There la no 
doubt that for most things fall plant¬ 
ing la good, in fact it may be the 
be*t time. Nevertheless, through ex¬ 
periments carried out in several ex¬ 
perimental stations In the eastern 
United States. It has been found 
that many wood planta, especially the 
commoner shrubs, can be planted 
with equal success la either fall or 
spring, but that some individual 
species are best transplanted only in 
spring. 

Our northern woody plants when 
in the soil outdoors keep on growing 
in the fall until the water m the soil 
freezes In the spring they start .An 
grow again. , 

in California transplanting con be 
done at any time when the plants are 
dormant. In a colder climate, due to 
late winters, fall planting of many 
of the hardier types of stock Is "use¬ 
ful since It allows a longer period for 
root growth. In the really cold sec- 


tain color harmonics with a 
succession of bloom throughout 
the season, but you shouldn't 
stop at that. In selecting 
plants that are to give those 
color effects when they are in 
bloom there are other very im¬ 
portant factors governing your 
choice of material.

His backyard tot 
Street has rows of chrysanthemums, 
which were not at their best when I 
visited the garden, but were still a 
beautiful sight. They were all of the 
early kind—most of them of the 
newest varirtie.i There was only one 
Japanese In bloom end thst was 
fading. 

I had an Idea that Mr Parker 
might have picked up some extra 
special early blooming Orientals 
somewhere, but the deep red petals 
I saw In the garden belonged to 
Buckingham one of the newer 
greenhouse varieties. 

N I haven't got e hothouse.** Mr. 
Parker said ‘All I've got la a couple 
of cold frames I put the Orientals 
in there tiH June, when I metved 
them outside.** 

So we on bock again at the feed- 
\ |ng business, and it is almost s ritual 
with this gardener. It applies to his 
early chrysanthemum* as well as his 
Orientals. First of all, Mr. Farker 
emphasises that he feeds entirely 
from the bottom. He never gives 
anv liquid manure. 

The rich black soil In his barkyWrd 
has been built up .with fertiliser. 
Every years he digs In quantities of 
organic material—horse manure pre¬ 
ferably, though he believes cow 
manure Is best for clayey soils. How 
much? We’l. according to him. you 
can not give too much, because 
’mum* ore coarse feeders. 

Beside the manure t b# > sprinkles 
about half a pound of chemical fer¬ 
tiliser over the soil. But It Is when 
he plants. Ms chrysanthemums thst 
Mr. Parker gives them that extra 
"shot-in-thc-arm** which sends them 
rockeMng up. And he won't tell what 
he puts at the bottom of the hols. 

\ All he will say Is thst it Is a special 
mixture from England * 

MLIkF all good chrysanthemum 
growers. Mr Parker never rrows from 
an old stool. In other words, he does 
not keep a plsnt for more than a 
-ear He pelntr out thst the flowers 
grow smrilli* ss the plsnt grows older. 

He never taken any cuttings In the 
fall—only In the spring, and these 
from the roots He leaves the old 
nlant In (he ground, and about 
March, when the young shoots come 
up. he breaks them off. sticking 
them In a cold frame to root, and 
burning the old plants. 

• When there Is no danger of frost 
he seta them out In the garden In 
rows about eighteen Inches sport 
and two feet between the rows. Of 
course, he waters his plants well, 
never lettlnjr the soil dry out.

New Marigold's 
Leaves Odorless 

What is claimed to be the only 
marigold with odorleaa foliage, a new 
variety originated by David Burpee >f 
Philadelphia, was shown in New York 
recently. 

The new marigold, crown of gold 
has been bred from a wild, odorless 
marigold discovered on the borders 
of Tibet. It Is the result of many 
crosses between the Tibetan marigold 
and African and French marigolds 

Its sponsors claim that Ita foliage 
la odorleaa because It doe* not pro¬ 
duce oil sacs on its lekve*. The 
flower, with • chrysanthemum-llke 
crown Surrounded by a collar of broad 
petals of bright golden orange, to said 
to retain the sweet scent of the old- 
fashioned marigold. 


A considerable amount of the 
annual investment In good seed, seed 
treatment, and spraying to reduce 
losses due to fungus diseases to tost 
to the farmers of Eastern Canada due 
to careleos methods of digging and 
handling the potato crop. 

Investigation-* conducted by the 
Division of Bo:nny have shown that 
immaturity of the stock, dirty tubers, 
and mechanics’ injuries occasioned 
oy careless digging, picking, handling, 
grading, and storing are largely re¬ 
sponsible for defective tubers, and 
that these may be reduced to a mini¬ 
mum by the application of sltqple 
precautionary measures.

To insui# c minimum of mechani¬ 
cal defectqr'tTte digger should be run 
at a moders ttlspeed and the point 
deep enough so thst a sufficient layer 
cf soil moves over the elevator to 
act as s cushion. After digging, the 
tubers should be left on the surface 
of the soil for one or two hours to 
•How their sktr.s to harden and to 
promote th*. drying and loosening M 
adhering soil. 

Pickers should be Instructed to 
leave rotted tubers tn the feld and 
warned srsinst pitching potatoes 
into basket* o.- crates, or emptying 
baskets into barrels from any con¬ 
siderable height. Empty barrels 
should be Upped, and the first few 
baskets of tubers carefully rolled Into 
tnem The same careful detail should 
be givenftto hauling the potatoes from 
the field. Rough handling. Jamming 
and walking on the load should not 
be tolerated 

Prior to storage, the warehouse or 
storage cellar should be thoroughly 
swept and then sprayed with a solu¬ 
tion of copper sulphate. During fti* 
f'rst few weeks of storage, the ware¬ 
house shou'o be well oersted In order 
to carry off the excessive amount of 
water from the sweating tubers. The 
best temperature range for potato 
storage is between 38 to 40 degrees F. ! 
The application of the principles 
contained In, this article will do much | 
to Insure a good storage product with j 
a minimum of storage rots.

Electric Plough 

Electric ploughing wo* one of th* 
subjects dealt with at the recent World 
Power Conference held at Washington, 
U9.A.. and mention was made of the 
onfjr electric plough in England which 
has been In use far the past twelve 
years on a farm In Bast Or instead. 
The equipment consists of s two¬ 
wheeled carriage, upon which Is 
mounted * twelve hors* power motor, 
complete with starting switch and 
speed reduction gear, as well as two 
cable drums, either of which 'can b4 
driven at will by means ofth* motor. 

Th* equipment Is anchored In a 
convenient position In t|ie field and 
adjacent to the overhead line* which 
supply th* poorer The set operates 
on th* roundabout haulage system. A 
double-furrow anti-balance plough to 
used, being drawn to and from across 
the field by a steel rop* attached to 
the drums on the carriage The speed 
of ploughing is from onc-thlrd to on* 
sere per "hour, varying with th* 
nature of the soil and depth of fur¬ 
row ploughed. Five acres a day to the 
average with such a small set.

FIN OAKS 

It bos been proved that certain 
trees move better In th* spring. An 
experiment carried out with pin oaks, 
this is the quercu* palustrto of which 
w« have written that has such beauti¬ 
fully-colored foliage Just now. From 
poth fall and spring planting of theee 
oaks it was found that th* latter 
planted trees fared much better than 
th* fall planted Th* growth was 
more rapid, losses were less and they 
fared better in every way. 

Gardeners are so keen to get their 
, planting don# as soon ss possible in 
the fall that we often see deciduous 
woody kinds moved before they have 
even dropped their leaves. It to better 
| to wait until their leaves have 
dropped, for the longer their roots 
have to beco e established before .he 
soil freeze*, th* better they will be 
able to come through the Vinter. 

W* do believe, and more especially 
so after reading articles that supply 
reliable Information as to result*, 
that certain shruba such as th? 
flowering dogwood, most broad-leaved 
evergreens stich ss laurels and hollies, 
and even rhododendrons, are better 
moved in spring. 

LAURELS 

Mentioning laurels reminds us of 
th* various shrub*, both the English 
and Portugal laurels that we see are 
either badly grown or in th# moving 
have grown straggly, hardly grown at 
olj or grown to too much. tap. Our 
advice 1* to cut these back as bard 
os possible, and If they look ss 
though they may never make nice 
bushy planu they should b* cut back 
to the ground.
